Bodies Seen in Restricting Them.^ 


Wisconsin Hn» Had Biennial Seiaiom 


for Many Yearn. 


Kobouiul, Kqmilly Violent, FollowsEfforls 


ot Hears to Cover anil lU-alizo on 


Declines—Excitement Lcn- 


M-ns At Close. 


NEW YORK, May 3.—The effect of 


drawing in of credits on an over-specula- 
tion was shown by a slump in. the stocs: 
market this afternoon. In effort to li- 
quidate, prices broke violently through- 
out the list, with the largest effect nat- 
urally in those stocks in which the mad 
rush"to buy has centered for the last 
few days. The last candidate for this 
kind of favor, Atchison, led tho van. 
During this morning there was a halcyon 
prospect 
of 
indefinite 
prices 
in this 


stock and hordes 
of speculators were 


using all tin; money they could borrow 
to buy the stock on a margin. The 
way in which Atchison and other stocks 
mounted skyward relieved the apprehen- 
sion remaining from the rather reac- 
tionary tendency of yesterday's market

legislative business, niul nine (lays as he 
longest period. New York, Massachu- 
setts, Hhode Island,1 New .Jenny, Geor- 
gia and South Cnrolina hold annual ses- 
sions, ami four of these states place no 
lime limit on the length of the sessions. 
Forty-two states and territories hold bi- 
ennial sessions, and there is a strong ef- 
fort to bring about biennial sessions in 
some of the slates where 
annual ses- 


sions now prevail.

Eastman had been drinking nor had she 
ever heard Mrs. Grogan, Jr., say he had 
been drinking.

Grogan's body had been tampered with, 
but no one had asked permission to open 
the tomb. 


Attorney-General Knowlton declined 


to cross-examine Mrs. Eastman. 


The defendant, Cha-rlcs 
R. 'Eastman, 


then took the stand to testify in his 
own behalf. 


Eastman confined 
his testimony 
to 


answering the questions 
of 
his attor- 


ney. 
He said that his relations 
with 


Grogan were pleasant a.nd that from the 
fall of 1890 they were OH terms of great- 
est friendship.

After Being Captured. 


' What is believed to be a hitherto un- 
known sp*c1es of the spooaworm has 
been pumped up from the depths of El- 
liott bay by the'dredger In operation 
near the Centennial 
mill, says tt 


Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 
The ani- 


mal Hound in the bay is of nondescript 
appearance. 
It resembles an oblong 


transparent rubber 
bag filled with 


water, and varies from three to five 
inches in length. It is about as thick, 
generally, as a man's 
thumb. 
At 


each end are several circles oi sharp 
bristles, colored like brass and seem- 
ingly as hard. These are believed -to 
be its defensive weapons. The bristles 
at one end are stronger and more 
numerous than at the other. 
Other 


species have tho bristles only at on» 
end 
These peculiar animals were 


first brought to the surface about two 
weeks ago by the dredger of the Seat- 
tle and Lake Washington' Waterway 
company. They were sucked up by tho 
pumps from a depth of from thirty to 
thirty-five feet and carried through the 
discharge pipes to the point where tha 
filling is being made. There they were . 
found by members 
of 
the dredger's . 


crew, whose curiosity was aroused by 
the appearance of the worms. A num- 
ber were collected and given to th« 
officers of the company.' To a reporter 
Capt, W. E. Roberts of the dredger 
stated that the species was found In 
schools. He believes that they live on 
rocks, and every time they have been. 
pumf«d up so far they have been ac- 
companied by pieces of stone and coal 
which had been dumped into the bay 
from ships discharging their ballast 
"We find none for several days," he 
said, "and then they come in a bunch. 
They appear to be able to travel on 
any side, and wriggle along like a 
common earthworm. As far as I ean. 
learn it is not exactly known whether 
,ney live upon the surface of the sea 
bottom or beneath 
it. 
We always 


find them submerged'and I believe they 
will die if kept out of their natural 
element' very long. 
They 
live 
on, 


smaller worm and marine vegetation. 
I should judge that they' do not have 
much'vitality, although they cut som

ASSEMBLY PASSES 
; 


HAGEMEISTER BILL 


Goes Through by Vote of 48 to 46 


After Exciting Contest. 


Now In Governor's Hands, "Where, Report 


Says, Veto with lengthy 


Awaits It. 


The TTagemeister Primary election bill 


was concurred in by the assembly 
at 


12:15 o'clock Friday, after one of the 
closest and most exciting contests that 
has been fought on the floor 
of 
the 


house during this memorable session of 
the legislature. 
The vote at the end 


was 48 to 40. All through the 
long 


fight the vote had been a tie—48 td 4S 
—and even on the final vote the result 
was a tie. 
Then Assemblyman Fesscn- 


.fcld who had previously voted with the 
stalwarts but on the concurrence of the 
Hagomeistcr bill had voted '"no", chang- 
ed his vote to "aye" and the bill was 
carried. Throughout it all the gieatqst 
excitement prevailed and every inch of 
tlie ground wns stubbornly fought by 
the two factions. The bill will now go 
over to the senate for enrollment, and 
will today be sent to the executive of- 
fice for the governor's signature. Judg- 
ing from the ('losing scenes and the at- 
titude .of the administration men iu the 
final fight. 


There is almost no doubt that Gov- 


ernor La Follette will veto the bill. The 
position taken by his followers on the 
floor was an indication of his attitude, 
and when Mr. Stevens set 
forth 
his 


reasons for voting against concurrence 
in the bill he no doubt voiced the senti- 
ments of the 
governor. 
From 
other 


sources it is also learned that the gov- 
ernor will withhold his signature, and 
5t is expected that his veto will be a vol- 
uminous document in which he will dis- 
cuss the primary election subject 
at 


length and furnish more ammunition for 
his coming campaign. 


The Sentinel's Madison special says: 


Everybody knows that at >-..e beginning 
of the session a. large majority of the 
members of the legislature as a whole 
were ready to vote for the 
Primary 


Election bill. In tlte 'first few weeks of 
the sessian even the original Stevens bill 
would have gone through without much 
difficulty. 
The 
Semper of 
the 
leg- 


islature at the time wns shown }>y the 
confirmation of Nils P. Haugen as 
a 


member of the tax commission with a 
big majority of the senators secretly op- 
posed to him. The same feeling which 
prompted his confirmation would have 
prompted the passage of the 
Primary 


election bill at thai: time, .out from the 
very start the adherents of 
the 
bill 


blundered, and lonsj before 
there 
nail 


been an active effort in opposition to 
the bill a prejudice had been 
created 


which made it easy to crystalize senti- 
ment against it. 
And that 
prejudice 


wns created by no act of the stalwarts. 


In the campaign in which the present 


legislature wns elected the governor and 
his friends had spared no pains to bring 
the primary election idea to the front 
as the lending i*sue, for reasons best 
known to themselves, and the impres- 
sion was rrrntrd that, the primary bill 
was to he the chief act of the session. 
Tt wn< to be strictly nn.i preeminently 
a party measure. 
Under those circum- 


stances the members looked for some- 
thing tangible on the subject in the 
governor's message but they got nothing 
but glittering generalities, and suspic- 
ion was raised then and there. Weeks 
went by and nothing could he learned 
except that somewhere, in great 
a.nd 


profound mystery, a bill 
was 
being 


hatched which was to stand for the 
party pledge. 


There were men in the legislature who 


had fought tiie battles of the Beptiblicfln 
party for years but they were not con- 
sulted in the construction of this great 
party rnoosurp. 
They liad been .long 


trusted in the leadership of the party 
but the nature of this party bill was 
guarded frim 
them 
as 
carefully 
ns 


though they 
hud 
been 
the 
party's 


worst enemies, ami they resented it. 


Before the bill appealed 
upon 
the 


floor suspicion had grown into 
strong 


prejudice, and when 
a 
revolutionary, 


complicated, half-disguised measure fin- 
ally emerged from its deep seclusion, it 
needed but a single vigorous speech to 
bring into existence full-grown an oppo- 
sition the real strength of which haa 
never boon shown. Had every man in 
the assembly voted according to his con- 
x'iflions on the original Stevens bill it- 
would scarcely have 
h/id 
twenty-five 


votes. 


There were a few shrewd men in the 


Stevens camp who renlixtid the mistnkc. 
that had been made and who saw what 
the end must he and tucy advised a dif- 
ferent course before it wns too Inte. but 
their counsel was not 
heeded. 
Even 


then the senate could have been brought 
to titnc had tlicir advice been taken. The 
shrewdest man by, all cdds, in that camp 
went to the governor «m the day the 
Stevens bill passed in the assembly and 
urged him to call in 
Senator 
Jones, 


Scnntor Whitehoncl a.nd the other lend- 
ers of the upper house and agree with 
them upon a compromise men-sure. Tho 
governor replied, so the gentleman snys 
that he would pass the uill through the 
senate and ho would not talk comprom- 
ise 
1 until he wns beaten. "Then," replied 


his adviser, ''it will be too late, when 
they have you whipped they wilt 
not 


compromise." 


That was the situation in a nut-shell. 


The governor and his friend-! in obe- 
dience tn their own blind and obstinate 
will, regardless of tho wishes 
of 
the 


other Hcpisblican.-i and of what might be 
the party's best, interests, insisted upon 
tlie Stevens bill mid nothing less until 
they discovered that they could uot dic- 


tate to the whole Republican party and 
then they sought to compromise oil what 
would still give them tne thing which 
they chiefly desired. Failing'to secure 
such a compromise they are.--now trying 
to make it appear that the stalwarts 
stood in the way 
of 
an 
agreement 


which would have settled the difficulty. 
The fact is, that before the feeling had 
become so bitter the stalwarts would 
have been very willing to compromise.

When 
the early weeds spring up, or when- 
ever there ie any crust formed, run 
the barrow over the ground. When 
planting rime comes, replow the grou.ad, 
this time shallow. Then harrow as 
before, which "will' leave it in a fine 
condition. 


We use a combined wheel hoe ana 


Jrlll and considef^sticb a tool almost In- 
dispensable in beet culture. We do not 
plant until the ground is well warmed, 
as we wish the beets to make as rapid 
growth as may be, to keep start of 
the weeds. We plant onr rows north 
and south and about 28 laches apart. 
We use from six to eight pounds of 
seed to the acre. . 


When the plants are from two to 


four Inches high, they are ready for 
the first hoeing.

"There is continued Interest In alfal- 


fa as a crop for the eastern farmer. It 
produces such large quantities of rich 
toed wherever it thrives that the east- 
ern farmer can afford to go to consider- 
able expense in getting a 'stand of 
plants if there arc soil conditions at; " 
favorable to growth," says a writer Ic, 
Farm and Fireside, who gives also the 
following information: 


A tight, heavy subsoil will not do, but 


wherever the roots can go clown easily 
to the moisture below the surface and 
surface drainage Is good it pays to try 
alfalfa. If the soil Is not rich, make it 
KO with clean manure. Make the seed 
bed; fine, putting plenty of work -upon 
it, and get the organic matter thor- 
oughly, mixed with the soil. 


Having mauurcd heavily, If the land 


is- not n naturally rich loam it is best to 
pro-w; a summer crop on It to destroy 
weed seeds. Then on a good seed bed 
sow the alfalfa in the spring after dan- 
ger of freezing weather has passed.

The Growing Distrust of Legislative 


Bodies Seen in Restricting Them. . 


Wisconsin Has Had Biennial Sessions 


for Many Tears. 


A legal authority asserts that there is 


"a growing distrust of-American legis- 
lative bodies." and says that tho truth 
of this assertion is evidenced "by mod- 
ern constitutions in the curtailment of 
the length of legislative 
sessions, 
the 


substitution of biennial for annual gath- 
erings, the prohibition 
of special laws, 


the forbidding of the grant of exclusive 
privileges to any corporation, the re- 
quirement that the subject of every leg- 
islative act shall be clearly expressed in 
its title, that there shall be a separate 
act for each subject, and that the sev-, 
eral readings of bills shall be upon dif- 
feren dates/' As for the length of leg- 
islative sessions, 
it is pointed out that 


only eleven of the states and territories 
allow their legislative bodies to sit with- 
out limit as to time, that thirty-seven 
fix forty days as the shortest perior of 
legislative business, and nine days as he 
longest period. New York, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island, New Jersey, Geor- 
gia and South Carolina hold annual ses- 
sions, and four of these states place no 
time limit on the length of the sessions. 
Forty-two states and territories hold bi- 
ennial sessions, and there is a strong ef- 
fort to bring about biennial sessions in 
some of the states where 
annu.il ses- 


sions now prevail. In spite of all this, 
more laws are passed than are needed. 
This over-legislation reminds some of 
the old saying of Tacitus that "when 
the state is most corrupt then the laws 
are not multiplied." Other substantial 
people, not followers of Mr. David B. 
Hill, find much to commend in his state- 
ment to the effect that "it is a serious 
mistake to teach tho doctrine that the 
state must support the citizens, provide 
tltem with work, regulate what 
they 


should eat, drink and wear, and other- 
wise control their customs, recreations 
and privileges through and by means of 
the authority of legislative enactment.'' 
It certainly is true that not infrequently 
a feeling of relief arises when various 
legislative bodies 
adjourn and 
cease 


making laws, many 
of which are not 


needed. • 


HOME IS WOMAN'S SPHERE 


Illinois Ass'n Opposed io Extension 


of Suffrage io Women -- Says 


Movement is a Retro- 


grade One. 


CHICAGO, May 3.—The Illinois asso- 


ciation opposed to the extension of suf- 
frage to women today iksuod its semi-an-' 
nual report of tlie progress of the work. 
After giving tho results of the legisla- 
tive action in the .middle west in regard 
to the woman .suffrage during the past 
winter, the report says: 


"Kvorywhere 
there seems to be a 


"rowing conviction that' the best work 
of woman lies along the lines of moral 
influence und unsi'lfishiiess endeavor, in 
a realm whore the •y'oTdcn rule' is not 
'n-iid backward,1 and that the lowering 
of this high ideal to the plane of exped- 
iency, truckling and bargain ing 
which 


the admission of nil classes of men to 
the ballot often makes necessary in pol- 
itics, would be a distinct calamity to 
women 
themselves nnd 
to society at 


large. At the same lime, the capacities 
directed through the home or through 
organised effort to the formation and 
guidance of that public opinion which 
lies behind all law nnd without the sup- 
port of which statutory enactments are 
worthless, may render invaluable and in- 
dispensable public service. 


''If woman would Use as much intelli- 


gence and energy as participation in leg- 
islation would require, in teaching their 
children, boys and girls alike in a. broad 
liberal way the great principles of tem- 
perance and chastity, 
taoy would 
do 


more in a generation towards eradicat- 
ing the evils of intemperance and im- 
purity than they could do by a century 
of voting. If in the same way they 
would inculcate and everywhere stand 
for the principles of justice and unsel- 
fishness and a true regard for the riglits 
of others, in social, commercial and po- 
litical relations, they could do more fco- 
wards reforming those conditions of so- 
ciety which breed anarchy ana are tho 
despair of the practical politician, than 
they could over do through legislative 
action. There is much evidence t«.at it 
is to these aims that inoughtfu! and 
philanthropic women are directing their 
attention, rather than to suffrage. 


"We believe thnt there is a growing 


recognition of the fact £bat, instead of 
being a social advance, woman suffrage 
is part and parcel of that great retro- 
grade movement which seeics to destroy 
the orderly organization of society, and 
reduce it to the absolute, individualism 
which characterizes only the lowest 
form of social life. 'Advanced socialism 
is niiarrhisnV one of its most conspicu- 
ous 
advocates recently said, 
a state 


of society without law, without institu- 
tions, with no bond of union or princi- 
ple of growth except unrestrained hu- 
man sooieiy originally sprung.. We do 
not believe that the American people 
arc prepared to ahjure civilization for 
such a nightmare."

The. proposition to enforce 
a sfatun- 


tory liability of. stockholders that the 
speculations of stocks of corporative na- 
ture especially he regulated, H worth a 
good deal of consideration. It 
is true 


stockholders in national banks are liable 
for twice the amount of their stock at 
face value and in some states stockhold- 
ers are held liable for two years after 
they may have sold, and it is now pro- 
posed to enact a law by congress which 
will make all stockholders in corpora- 
tions of an inter state nature liable for 
a two years' period. It is supposed this 
would end the quick speculations on the 
stock boards, and the summary turning 
over of great, railroads to other controls, 
and as likely far removed from the in- 
tentions of the stockholders, while the 
minority ones have nothing 
to .say ap- 


parently. Enough stock passes through 
these quick sales even though not a ma- 
jority, because the majority seldom con- 
vene .but it is always possible to secure 
a majority of the majority 
stock, and 


thus tho policies of a road are changed. 
It has repeatedly 
happened 
that the 


majority of the stockholders have voted 
something very 
different 
from 
what 


some, 
of the 
minority desired, and 


vhrough various means deprived of their 
just, rights, and it is thought by having 
ii stoekho-ider's liability 
running 
for 


two years cr so after their stock had 
been transferred, that much of the pres- 
ent evils could be corrected. 


The explanation given by Congress- 


man Babcock who baa this latest reform 
in mind and giving it attention, says: 


"The liability of actual stockholders 


is the only possible, remedy for the per- 
nicious work of unscrupulous promot- 
ers. Corporations are being 
organized 


on every 'hand, and nobody knows 
or what 
is behind them. When the 


crash comes, the men who pu-t up 
the 


job are out of the 
company 
entirely, 


and only the innocent holders of the wa- 
tered securities can be reached. 
Con- 


gress can, and I believe will, legislate 
so that the actual holders of stock cer- 
tificates shall be responsible. This-will 
tend to prevent wholesale transfers in 
blank, and if the original 
stockholders 


know that -they cannot escape their lia- 
bility for a year or two after they sell 
their stock, they 
will be more slow 


about, wrecking corporations. Congress 
can interfere to regulate the stock of 
corporations which make a commodity 
in one state to sell in another state. I 
shall introduce, a bill in congress some- 
what similar to the Illinois law, and my 
opinion is that the stockholders' liability 
and the tariff revision on anti-trust lines 
will both be passed by the house next 
wincr." 


OUR CUBAN TRADE. 


That late trade returns 
from 
Cuba 


have proved somewhat disappointing is 
true enough, but it is claimed that tho 
comments made to the effect 
that he 


cause wa,s to be attributed to the hostil- 
ity of Cubans to Americans,, is not at all 
justified. 
The figures have 
failed 
to 


disclose tho gains expected, but neither 
do they 
disclose any 
losses. Cuba 


bought of us in 1S99 goods worth $24,- 
361,2(51 and in 1900 goods 
worth $26,- 


934,524, while under 
the 
reciprocity 


treaty terminated by Mr. Cleveland we 
had sold to Cuba in 1802 the previous 
high water mark of $22,224,878. 


The figures to March 1 of exports to 


Cuba show we sold Cuba goods worth 
$17,:2Hti.750 compared with exports of 
$17,172,472 for same period of the prev- 
ious year. These arc certainly not par- 
ticularly gratifying figures, but they are 
not quite as bad as pictured. 3t 
has 


been charged that 
political conditions 


are. responsible, but this can not justly 
be asserted 
to be the case. There is 


nothing to indicate the t'uited States is 
being deprived of any trade, on that ac- 
count. The causes may be as the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean says. This paper de- 
clares: 


"The fault lies chiefly with American 


manufacturers, who fail to supply 
the 


goods thn Cubans desire. This is shown 
by the experience of a shoe manufactur- 
er. He sought to introduce American 
shoes, but his Cuban customers preferred 
those of Spanish make, although evi- 
dently inferior in both materials 
and 


workmanship. They liked the style of 
the .Spanish shoe, and in the last six 
months of lf)00 bought $fi20.0f)f> worth of 
them, and only $1(30,708 worth from 
the 


United .States. 


"The truth is that many of our man- 


ufacturers have nut yet learned how lo 
handle foreign trade. 
They regard for- 


eign markets as simply dumping grounds 
for their surplus products, 
and think 


foreign buyers should 
be pleased with 


whatever suits the American taste-. The 
folly of this refusal t:> consider the buy- 
er's peculiar tastes is well shown by the 
state of our trade 
with 
Brazil. Last 


year we bought 
$(i4,914,f>07 
worth of 


Brazil's products and sold' Brazil 
but 


-•? 11,f)l <i,G81 worth of ours. 


•''Fortunately, some of 
our Western 


manufacturers are beginning to perceive 
the, folly of such methods. They 
have 


built up a profitable trade with Mexico 
by consulting Mexican ta.stes. There is 
no reason why the same methods should 
not. wipe out 
our present 
unfavorable 


trade balance with nearly all the coun- 
tries to the. southward-'1

try. 
The machinery employed must be 


such that people may not only under- 
stand, but may retain 
in their own 


hands. There must be no chairmanships 
and commitleeships invested 
with 
au- 


thority through which the wishes of the 
people may be disregarded. 


It is a fact that expert politicians un- 


der the proposed bills could most easily 
control their districts and the districts 
of 
the state. People will understand 


this better than even now, and there can 
be no such chaos of things politically 
happen to the Republican party as has 
been dolefully predicted 
by the ardent 


believers in a machine primary election 
bill. There, is no such 
distinction 
as 


stalwarts and La Folletteitcs 
now, nor 


will there be. 


Don't let the legislature 
worry over 


this primary 
election matter. People 


are not suffering. Adjourn and during 
the interim between the meeting of the 
next legislature perhaps second thought 
will produce a measure that will protect 
the people in their rights and devoid of 
any objectionable machinery.

agreed with his ideas, and he cut down 
the amounts from $11,000,000 to $10,- 
000. The cutting down was 
objection- 


able as it was claimed by some reckless 
persons without the fear of Mr. Quay 
before them, tHfl^'the governor could 
not in fact do any 
such 
thing, lie 


might vetoe all 
he pleased, 
but 
he 


could not legislate and change the fig- 
ures. Of course, those who understand 
Pennsylvania methods, these objections 
cut no figure. They either have or will 
be fired out in the cold. The governor 
can do no wroncr no how. 


WINNING THEin WAV. 


The. decision of Judge Thompson of 


Springfield, Illinois that franchises of 
corporations of a public nature are tax- 
nhle, is entirely due to the continued 
efforts of two lady teachers of 
the 


Chicago public schools backed 
up 
by 


their fellow teachers, who some 
timo 


since agitated the reform of the. com- 
munity receiving 
more 
rcmimeration 


from corporations who hnd never been 
assessed by the assessors. 


The light was severe and it was re- 


lentless. The teachers associated num- 
bers never lost heart, though nt times 
it looked as if the day was lost. Of- 
ficial indifference nnd neglect in the end 
was forced to recognize the people still 
had rights not to be denied and de- 
spite tne arrayed powers of local influ- 
ence, the case finally got well before the 
higher courts where n decision hns'been

EXPENSES IN" 


Illinois papers complain 
of the ex- 


pense of their state government and say 
things because the state 
expenses for 


the coming year are $12,500,000 of which 
amount the legislature itself 
takes a 


million. The' state charitable 
institu- 


tions cost a little over $3,000,000, the 
reform school at Pontiac costs $585,200 
and the reform school for girl at Geneva 
costs $133,000, then the feeble minded 
cost $500,000, penitentiaries are 
put 


down as costing another $500,00. The 
State Normal schools, five in. number, 
costs $615,000, not including the Nor- 
mal school of Cook county. 
Then in ad- 


dition to rub it in, the legislature appro- 
priates $1,000 to have painted the por- 
trait of retiring governors. 


The normal schools costs is way out 


of proportion to the real benefits 
re- 


ceived not only in Illinois but 
in every 


other state that IMS them. One result 
is the rilling up of the'schools with fad 
teachers and educational fads that have 
well fadded out genuine education. Ma- 
chine pedagogues, one Chicago paper 
calls about 75 per cent, 
of. the gradu- 


ates of the normal school, and it is not 
far off. s 


PUBLIC PROTECTION. 


Nothing is more certain than that the 


public is entitled to much better-protec- 
tion and assurance against tire and oth- 
er forms of disaster when in buildings 
of a public nature than they receive. A 
big majority of the places for instance, 
of amusements in this country are ex- 
ceedingly niggardly of exits, many with. 
exits only un one side, others with venti- 
lators rather than exits and means of 
escape, and still more with entrances to 
the place of amusement through doors 
that in ease of crowding can be easily 
blocked. Laws should bo enacted of the 
most stringent character in this respect 
and 
placing a criminal 
responsibility 


upon those who are concerned with the 
management and ownership. No 
doors 


leading into or 
out 
of public places 


should be permitted to swing inwards, 
and assuredly no cramped outside vesti- 
bule should be allowed under any circum- 
stances. Audiences should feel as safe 
as in their own homes when iu these 
public halls, and not be. thinking as. to 
how they co.uld escape in case of fire or 
scare. 


THE KOVRRXOR SEXDS A MESSAGE. 


The message of Governor La Follette 


to the legislature on the occasion of his 
veto of the bill taxing dogs in' which he 
rebukes the legislators for not enacting 
into law the fruits uf the work of the 
tax commission on the occasion of their 
first recommendation, must be, accepted 
as a reminder given in good faith. 


It would indeed bu well for the legis- 


lature to hoed the warning voice of the 
governor, for indeed in good reason there 
is cause for a scoring. It does look like 
a ease of rubbing it in, to discard the 
recommendations of a body costing con- 
siderable in salaries and whose ofllcinl 
life runs eight years or so yet, and then 
to calmly pass up to the governor a bill 
taxing—not able-bodied, heall;ny corpor- 
ations, but the dogs of the plain, com- 
mon people.

HQRT.GA'C-IWG ONE'S SERVICES. 
The late Chicago decision which re- 


fused toehold as legal the assignment of 
unearned w-oges should be held to be 
good law everywhere. This 
decision 


rendered by Judge Dunne, held .that an, 
individual signing his salary .for any 
period unearned, was eomtaifatihg an act 
in contravention to the Federal consti- 
tution. The permitting of such actions 
as legal proceedings in fact held the one 
so assigning his earnings 
as a legal 


slave, that ia such action amounted to 
slavery^ That force would be employed 
generally were such to be held as law 
follows naturally. In many districts 
the owing of money would be followed 
by 
a settlement assigning 
unearned 


wages and salaries, and that other thing 
would too follow, semi-slavery, for there 
would be evolved a system of working 
out, that would constitute a condition 
of slavery. 
' 


The words of 
the judge 
are well 


worth repeating. He says: 


If a laborer or employe in this state 


can be permitted to mortgage or assign 
for ten years in advance he can be per- 
mitted upon the same principle to mort- 
gage or assign .his earning capacity for 
life. If this be possible tho thirteenth 
amendment to the constitution 
of the 


United Saes, which declares hat "neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude shall 
exist within the United States," would 
be practically nullified. 


If, as the judge contends, one can thus 


mortgage his earnings for a stipulated 
period, he assuredly can equally mort- 
gage his work for his natural life, and if 
he can thus mortgage his earnings for 
any future period, at 
the end of that 


period and through various 
processes 


the debt still remains not all satisfied, 
the creditor can continue to, keep the 
debtor in bondage. 


Now 
let Illinois repeal its 
every 


statute that under certain disguises per- 
mits the holding up 
of individuals for 


debt, and in ways known to unscrupu- 
lous attorneys, imprisonment behind the 
bars. 


Mrs. Anthony is "happy over the limit- 


ed suffrage bill that ha,s passed the New 
York legislature allowing 
women 
to 


vote, that is women who pay taxes in 
villages and townships, upon all-propo- 
sitions to raise public moneys by tax 
or assessment.

Oppression of Human Faces.—"Have 


you ever noticed," she said, "the agon- 
ized expressions on the faces of nearly 
nil of the women who you see as strang- 
ers on the streets and in public convey- 
ances if they 
happen to be alone? 


Every one looks worried,, cross or mis- 
erable. All the small perplexities and 
anxieties incident to their various oc- 
supations and purposes are written legi- 
bly on their faces. If they have 
com- 


panions, however, it 
is different; 
th'e 


American woman forgets her troubles as 
easily as a French woman, and her coun- 
tenance becomes animated, 
agreeable 


and often- charming. It 
is not only 


among the surging crowd that one sees 
these unhappy 
looking countenances, 


but those who roll by in open carriages, 
if they happen to be alone, 
have 
the 


same expression of worried care, and ad- 
ded to it a certain hatcttr, an unbecom- 
ing life of the • eyebrows that is either 
clue to the difficulty 
of keeping their 


bonnets straight in the wind or in con- 
sciousness of high steppers and footmen. 
But whatever the reason, and 
whether 


the women are rich, or poor, not one 
woman in fifty possesses the art of 
keeping a smooth, pleasant countenance 
in the street when her face is at rest. 
It seems to me that it would be a very 
•good thing for parents and teachers to 
remedy 
this national 
fault in their 


charges before it is too late."

The relation of the 
person to the seat should be such that, 
while the hips and shoulders touch the 
back of the seat, the other portidns of 
the back remain clear. The 
center of

course, the seat back 
has the 
usual 


backward 
curvatures. 
It may take 


some practice and a well-trained mem- 
ory to keep in mind the correct posture 
when at the daily' work,, especially if 
the greater part of the day is spent at a 
desk or table or in the sewing chair; but 
with a little effort it will not be a diffi- 
cult matter to form a habit of sitting 
correctly, and the results are well worth 
the effort. 


Plod Less—Plan More.—The whole

I watched tho most famed cook in the 
city make Now Orleans coffee one morn- 
ing, and this is how it was done:

coffee 
mill it went, and 
the 
fresh 


grounds were

into 
a tin clipper. 


This dipper she laid over a brownstone 
jar, which was entirely warm, and then 
poured the boiling water into the dip- 
per. 
She placed the stone jar in front 


of, not on, the stove. Only a little wa- 
ter at a time was poured over it, a.nd 
two or three times the whole contents 
of the jar was poured through the dipper 
for extra strength. The. result was a 
coffee that was rich, brown and 
frag-

Lives Sacrificed to Flames in Blaze 


Cut Off by Cars. 


TENEMENT HOUSE BURNS 


WHILE RELIEF IS BLOCKED 


Train Crow Arrested—13-Year-OUl Boy's 


Heroism—Dow Idle Nearly liynclied 


Because He Refused Aid for 


Sufi'erius Daughter. 


CHICAGO, 111., May 6.—Within 
full 


view of firemen and police, wno were 
chocked in their race to save lives by a 
freight train, seven persons burned to 
death at 3 oclock Sunday morning, at 
9310 Ma-rquette avenue., nkmth Chicago, 
nnd the remaining 
occupants 
of the 


house are so badly injured that few of 
them- are expected to survive. The dead 
are: 


Mrs, Josephine Gooley. 
Mabel Cooley, 0 years old, daughter 


of Mrs. Cooley. 


AiiDie Cooley, 15 months old, daugh- 


ter of MTS. Cooley. 


Peter 2ook, owner of the building. 
Mrs. Peter Zook. 
Victoria Zook. 
Nicholas Zook. 
The seriously injured are: 
William Cooley, husband of Mrs. Jo- 


sephine Cooley, badly \mrned, will die. 


Louisa Christcnson, face and 
body 


burned; will probably die. 


Mabel Christenson, 2 years old, daugh- 


ter of Mrs. Christenson, severely burn- 
ed, will die. 


Harry Murphy, slightly burned 
and 


both legs broken by jumping from third 
story window; will recover. 


John Zook, badly burned and bruised 


about body; will recover. 


Mrs. Julia Erwin, burned and bruis- 


ed. 


TORE CHILD'S BURNED. FLESH. 
The fire was fraught with incidents of 


the most distressing character. The 2- 
year-old daughter of Chriatcnson, who 
lived on the. third floor, 
was 
terribly 


burned, her left arm and her face being 
roasted. 
Her father, being a follower 


of Dowie, refused to allow the. little one 
to have medical attention and fought 
desperately when she was taken from 
him. 
He clung to the burned arm of the 


child and parts of the burned flesh were 
torn from it. 
When nnaily the police 


forced him to give up the little one, he 
he cursed them and prayed that they 
might be punished for 
subjecting 
his 


child to the worldly science of medicine. 
The father was knocked down by some 
person in the croud and barely escaped 
lynching. He was arrested. 


BOY'S HEROISM. 


Among the first to reach the place af- 


ter the alarm of fire was sent in, was 
John Schmidt. Jr., 13 years 
old. who 


found a small crowd helplessly watch- 
ing the family 
of 
Lewis 
Christenson 


struggle for air and listening 
to 
the 


mother's piteous pleading for help aa 
she fought to protect IK r children from 
the heat and smoke. 


The boy stood in the crowd only a 


moment and then, brushing by those in 
front df him, he disappeared into the 
alley. Ho knew there wa.s a clothes linn 
in the yard at the rear nnd as he ran he 
dffew his knife from his 
pocket 
and 


opened it. 
The rope was cut, and 
he 


gathered it into his arms as he ran back 
to the front of the building. 


Then he rapidly coiled the rope and 


threw it to Lewis Christenson, who was 
leaning from the 
third-story 
window. 


Both times it fell short, but the third 
effort was successful. In the room with 
Christenson were his 
wife 
and 
four 


children. 
The, wife thought ."he could 


escape hy means of the stairway and 
taking her youngest child in her arms 
attempted to descend but the flames 
drove her back. In a moment her night 
clothes were blazing about 
her 
body, 


and her agony was so great that slm 
threw her arms over 
her 
head 
and 


dropped the child to 
the floor. The 


father threw a coat over the baby to 
smother the flames, and then dragged 
his wife to the window. 
Doubling the 


lisfht clothesline, ho attached it to the 
womans body and lowered her from the 
window. Her clothing had burned from 
ucx body. Then the father lowered his 
boy. Henry, from the window, and then 
Lily and Emma, and lust the scorched 
and blistered baby. 
He then tied the 


rope to'a bed and slid down it to the 
ground. 


TRAINMEN BLOCK RELIEF. 


Meantime four fire engine companies, 


an ambulance, and a patrol wagon were 
waiting for a freight train to pass tlie 
Ninety-third street crossing of the Lake 
Shore & 
Michigan 
.Southern railroad 


tracks. Marshall Driscoil, in charge of 
the firemen, called to the conductor and 
a brakemart to move the train from the 
crossing. No attention was paid to the 
order, and a fireman was sent to speak 
to the conductor at closer range. 
The 


man in charge, of the train said that he 
could not 7no\e the cars, and vit is said 
by the firemen, became insolent when 
told that ho miret allow Mm fire origin PS 
to pass. 


The conductor 
Hiram 
'Brown 
and 


Brakemen Frank Carroll and Alexander 
Brown were arrested. 


Under orders from the police the con- 


ductor signaled the engineer to back the 
cars from the crossing. The firemen con- 
tinued to the- burning house, and the 


train crew was tsiken to the police sta- 
tion. 


A LYNCHING IS THREATENED. 
When the Cliristenaon child was ta.ken 


to a neighbors, badly burned, an effort 
was made by Ghristenson to have his 
child sleep, but the little one tore the 
clothes from over her ana could not be 
kept quiet. Taking the sufferer in his 
arms the man offered 
long 
continued 


prayer amid the screams of the child. 
•Holding the child aloft he 
exclaimed: 


"It is G-od alone that can save my child. 
I will pray and my prayer will be an- 
swered. I defy anyone to call in a doc- 
tor. 
Ho will not approach me. 


"What do people want? 
They can- 


not help me or my family. 
Let them 


stay away, 
I pray to be alone with" 


God." 


By this time a crowd was gathering. 


At this moment Christenson opened the 
front door carrying Mabel in his arms. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. James Mc- 
Master, a believer in Dowie, who had 
persuaded him to take the child to her 
home. Threats of -violence were made, 
but the crowd only hesitated for fear of 
injuring the girl. A few seconds after- 
ward a patrol wagon drew up alongside 
the road. Lieutenant Creighton was the 
first to leap from the wagon. 
In an- 


swer to his orders. "Take 
that child 


awaj'," 
three 
policemen 
surrounded 


Christ-cnson. 


•''You have no right to rob a father of 


his child," he shrieked. "God will pun- 
ish you for this. Have I no right to do 
what I like with my own child.". 


One of his hands grasped the 
little 


one's wrist. The sufferer cried and this 
incensed the poople. Seizing the father 
by his 
long 
red 
beard, 
Lieutenant 


Creighton forced the man's head back- 
ward, while a dozen arms besides those 
of the patrolmen fought lor the posses- 
sion of the child. Shrieks went up from 
the little girl ns her father's fingers cov- 
and got a d-escription of the tramp who 
ered with the child's blood were finally 
released. On one of the blistered arms 
of the girl the flesh h.-ul been torn by 
the crazed father's grip. The crowd saw 
the blood, nnd before the police could 
interfere, Christenson ,was lying 
pros- 


trate on the sidewalk. Blood 
poured 


from his face as he arose. 
The police 


were forced to draw their revolvers to 
keep back the crowd. Daunted by tho 
determined resistance of the policemen, 
the mob fell back. 


Christenson-was arrested and locked 


up at the South Chicago police station 
on a charge of disorderly conduct. 
In 


the coll he shouted that it would be far 
bettor to have his child dead than in 
the hands of physicians. But- the child 
had been taken to the office of Dr. 
Lamb, and was sleeping quietly. 


PANIC AT A MORGUE. 


At, 1 o'clock in the afternoon there 


was a panic nt the morgue where the 
bodies had been taken, 
^-.s one of the 


relatives of the victims gazed upon the 
bodies she fainted. 
A woman nearby 


screamed ami a rush for the outside was 
made. The crowd there'was great, and 
an unyielding mass of humanity block- 
ed the exits. Many were struck down, 
but nobody was seriously injured.

people in front of the morgue became 
alarmed, and for a time it looked as if 
serious trouble would result.

riot 


called had been turned to the

Chicago police station and Captain Ship- 
pey. with a detail of men, went to tho 
scene. 
The fight of the

was 


chocked and the fainting woman rescued 
and taken into stores nearby where they 
were revived. A detail of police guard- 
ed the morgue during the remainder of 
the day.

of age, met a horrible death at her home 
in the rear of N'o. 1609 Milwaukee ave- 
nue avenue, about 11 o'clock Saturday 
night. 


Mrs. Brunton was an old resident and

old soldier, and who was well known on 
the west side of the river several years 


fO. 
The couple 
were pretty well to do. 


One night they retired at their home on 
Doud street. Coal gas escaped from a 
stove and in the morning they, with a 
little girl 'named Karumlly, were discov- 
ered unconscious. 


The little girl died a short time after; 


Mr. Brunton lived for some time, but he 
also died from

Charles Kostennan and Joseph Mertz, 
three young men, who were on the way 
home, discovered the building occupied 
by Mrs. Brunton, in flames. 


The men hurried to the place, but saw 


that the fire had too great a start to 
subdue. 
Mertz got a pail and proceeded 


to throw water on the fire, while Bow- 
mann telephoned the fire department. 


In the meantime a crowd 
of people 


had gathered, arid as Mrs. Brunton was 
not seen anywhere it was surmised that 
she was in the building and burned 
to 


death, and it proved true. 


The fire department arrived at the 


scene and it took only a short time to 
squelch the blaze, but not before the iit- 
tle building was a wreck. 


Hundreds of people had gathered and 


there was considerable excitement, as no 
OHO was sure that Mrs. Brunton was in 
the burned building and wore anxious to 
know whether she had lost her life.

Bruce and Samuel Mcllrath, who were 
handling the pipe on the hose stepped 
inside of tho door. Their feet came in 
contact with something soft and the at- 
tention of Fire Marshal Cape was called 
to it.

what was left of the body 
was picked 


up, placed on the stretcher and removed 
to the morgue of Thronson-Hanson Fur- 
niture company. 


Ther was considerable talk of the old 


lady having

that she might have been

about town, but this was not verified 
and the theory is that she set fire to the

day afternoon, »nd the verdict was that 
she came to her death by fire, the cause

Mrs. J. Y. Scanimon, who died at 


Chicago yesterday, very suddenly, was 
a pioneer resident of Racine. She lived 
here over fifty years ago. She was the 
wife of Thomas Wright, a very promi- 
nent lawyer of Racine, 'at that .time and 
they lived in a 2iouse on the site where 
the Hotel Racine now stands. 


The husband 
and wife were very 


wealthy and prominent, and the Racine 
history gives an incident of note in the 
life of the husband. It says that on 
June 8, 1844, a great commotion 
was 


created in the village by the arrival of 
the propeller Racine, and the ceremony 
of presenting a stand of colors. Thomas 
Wright presented the colors, and made 
an eloquent speech, Concluding by say- 
ing, "May prosperous winds and favor- 
ing waves attend her fleet career, and 
the riches of her earnings 
reward the 


enterprise of her projectors." 


Mrs. Scammon was 80 years old, and 


left here in 1865 after the death of her 
husband, and she was married to J. Y. 
Scammon, a wealthy lawyer of Chicago 
in 1867 and their home until the Chicago 
fire, was on the site where the Chicago 
Auditorium 
now stands. Her 
death 


was due to heart disease and very sud- 
den. 


Mrs. Scammon was born in Delhi, 


N. Y., June 23, 1821. In 1835 they set- 
tled at Milwaukee, then went to Janes- 
ville and afterword came to Racine. 


Her last husband 
was one of the 


founders of the Chicago Inter-Ocean and 
at one time she was a leader in Chicago 
social circles.

The fire, which broke out yesterday

o'clock last night. The damage is enor- 
mous. 


One hundred ami forty-eight 
blocks 


were swept by the flames and ns far ax 
known, seven persons lost their lives, 


A report was in t-ircnlation this morn- 


ing that a party 
of 
twenty persons, 


driven to the docks along the St. Johns 
river, were forced into the water, all at- 
tempts to rescue by boats being futile. 
The river is being searched. 


MILTTTA ON DUTY, 


The. local companies of the state mili- 


tia have been on duty since, '.a.st night 
and on order of Governor Jennings, the. 
militia 
companies from 
all 
over the 


state are speeding to Jacksonville by 
special trains. 


Many extra police have been sworn in 


and every able-bodied man, 
not doing 


•duty in some, capacity in the fire-swept 
district, is impressed 
into the service. 


The negroes .ire huddling in groups in 
different parts of the city and the fear 
of an attempt a.t lawlessness by them, 
although not openly 
expressed by the 


whites, is the rea-son for the large mili- 
tary force ordered here. 


HEAVY BAIN NEEDED. 


Fire companies from Savannah, Fern- 


nanclo. Coala and other cities worked the 
entire night on the fire, but a soaking 
rain will be necessary 
to 
effectually 


quench the flames. The losses by the 
fire will not be known for a week. The 
path of the flames was thirteen blocks 
wide and nearly two miles long. 


Practically 
all old Jacksonville 
has 


been destroyed, nothing being left but a 
fesv suburbs 
and 
Riverside, the most 


fashionable part of the city. 


It is believed the fire is the largest on 


record in proportion to the size of the 
city. 


A feature of the conflagration was the 


loss by many families of libraries, pianos 
and household goods 
after 
they 
had 


been moved to a supposed place of safe- 
ty. 


The street car service has been at a 


complete .standstill since, 
yesterday af-

Shoots Himself in the Right Temple 


with a 32 Calibre Revolver. 


DEED COMMITTED LATE 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


Locked Himself In His Room—Discovered 


by Grandfather—left Koto Explain- 


ing the Cause—Was Very Popu- 


lar Young Man. 


William Schenk, 21 years of age, com- 


mitted suicide about 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, by shooting himself in 
the right temple with a 32-calibre re- 
volver, at the home of his grand-father 
Nicholas Stoffel, 1232 North Erie street. 
A note, written in 
German by 
the 


young man and addressed to his grand- 
father, attributed the cause to the fact 
that the suicide was downhearted, mel- 
ancholy and that he could not stand 
his condition and troubles any 
longer. 


The revolver with whlen he committed 
the deed was purchased of. George Crane 
early in the day. 


The ..announcement that the 
young 


man had shot himself caused a profound 
sensation, on the north side and also 
other circles where he • was 
known. 


Young Schenk was an orphan, his par- 
ents having both died some years ago. 
Being of a bright and pleasant dispo- 
sition he made friends and after receiv- 
ing proper schooling tie obtained a posi- 
tion in the dry goods store of Stoffel 
Bros., on State street, both of the pro- 
prietors being his uncles. 


There he made hosts of friends and 


was liked by both his employers and 
patrons. 
Yesterday morning he com- 


plained of not feeling well and asked 
for, and was granted' permission to go 
home and take e. rest. Up to 1 o'clock 
he was about the city. 


In the afternoon lie mounted his bi- 


cycle and took a ride in the southern 


:part of .the city. Later he arrived at 
the home of his grand-father with whom 
he had been stopping and said that he 
would go to his room ant! lay down for 
a while. About 4 o'clock his 
brother 


came, home from school and rapped at 
his door and he answered that he want- 
ed to sleep longer, f"v • 


Mr. Stoffel, 
the 
grand-father, came 


home at 5 o'clock and thinking that per- 
haps his grand-son might want to get 
up and go to work again, proceeded to 
his room to call him. 


A rap on the door and calling failed to 


elicit a response and 
caused 
alarm. 


The key was on the inside of the door. 
Mr. Stofl'el took-liis • knife and worked 
the key out and it fell to'the floor. 


Another key was secured and the door 


unlocked. A fearful sight met the gaze 
of Mr. StofTel and his daughter who 
was with him. Laying acfoss the bed, 
feet and legs hanging over the edge, 
was the grand-son novered with blood, 
as was the bed clothes-; there was a 
gaping hole in the right temple, while 
at his feet on the floor, lay a revolver, 
evidence of suicide. The indications wero 
that the young man had sat on the edge 
of the bed, fired the shot and fell over 
on the bed. 


Dr. William P. 
Collins, the family 


physician was hastily summoned 
and 


found the young man still alive, but un- 
conscious. The doctor probed the wound 
and found that the 
bullet 
bad 
gone 


through the bones and in ol! probability 
lodged in the brain, and said that death 
was only a matter of a short time. 


The injured man breathed 
until 
a 


short time before 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing, when he. died. 


A note, written in the German lan- 


guage, and addressed 
to 
his 
grand- 


father, wus found. 
In the, note the 


young man said that ho was 
down- 


hearted and melancholy and that 
ha 


could stand it no longer. 
He hoped 


that his grandfather and other wo\\ld 
forgive him for the act and trouble ho 
made, and wanted to be buried quietly. 
The whole note, dwelt upon the 
fnct 


that he was very downhearted and indi- 
cated that his mental condition was im- 
paired. 


Coroner Stripple was 
notified 
and 


after he had viewed the body and cm- 
paneled a jury, an inquest was held. 
Testimony of Nicholas fi.tofi'e.1 and his 
daughter was heard, but they could give 
no reason for the young man taking his 
life, other than, what the note said. The 
very best and friendly relations exist- 
ed botn nt the home and in the store 
where he was employed. 


The death of the yuving man was a 


severe shock to his relatives and 
in 


fact everybody who had associated with 
him, for o\itwardly he was a very "pleas- 
ant and affable young man. 
Everybody 


liked him and he was .popular,in the 
social circles where he mingled. 


From additional information 
is 
5s 


learned that the deed 
was 
probably 


planned the day before. 
The evening 


previous, the StoiTel's with whom the 
boy made his home, had a bonfire in the 
back yard, where a lot of rubbish was 
burned. After supper, the boy went out 
in the yard, and evidently made up his 
mind to take, his own life, for he went 
back Into the house, up in his room n,ncl 
in his dresser drawer where he ke.pt a 
number of his private letters, took a 
personal note book, a little on the order 
of a diary, and all of his letters and 
then repaired to the fire in the yard. 
Onp by one he tossed the epistles in the 
flames and after carefully turning over 
leaf after leaf in tlifl note book, .it, too 
rekindled the blaze. Tue boy meditated 
for a long time. He then went back to 


hW room and took from the bureau an- 
otfier package of personal letters,.going 
batik to the firej wher« he tossed: it iii 
the flames^ thus destroying any means 
which might lead to the feasoii fof his 
act.

HIS LAST WORDS. 


Before he committed the deed, he left 


a note written in German. , This not^ 
Avas translated for a Journal Representa- 
tive by one of the flrnt of Stoffel Broth* 
ers, hist evening, It is as follows: ' 


"Dear Father:—I cailriot

troubles any longer* I have hot 
had. 


rest for a long time. 'Forgive me for 
doing this wrong and bury rr.o soon, My 
last wish is to have the last rites go 
off quietly. I hope to see you all in the 
other world. With tears in niy eye's, 
I close.

NOT IN BEST OF -HEALTH. 


The blow has been a severe one to 


the old gentleman with whom the boy 
had made his home ever since a youth 
of four years of age. The two Stoffel 
brothers manifested sorrow as they.re- 
vealed the circumstances to the report- 
er. They said the boy .vas a very con- 
scientious and conservative young man, 
He was an exceptionally deep thinker, 
He had been doctoring some during the 
past winter and probably feared a per- 
manent ailment of some 
kind, which 


might be the cause of the 
deed, 
al- 


though he was apparently in the best 
of health. 


The young man was also a prominent 


worker in the Retail Clerk's association. 
He took an active interest and the day 
before completed 
a 
lengthy 
address 


which was to be delivered before that 
body at ^one of the meeting In the near 
future.

Minn., May 2.—A partial 


confirmation of the police suspicion that 
William Bosenficld 
drowned

children and himself one week ago in 
the Mississippi river was obtained to- 
day when the body of the nine year old 
Rosenfield boy was taken from the riv- 
er near Fort Snolling. 


The four Rosenfield children supposed 


to have been hurled over the Marshall 
avenue bridge by their father were: 


Joseph llosonfield, 9 years. 
Mary Rosonfield. 7 years. 
William Rosenfield, 4 years. 
.Samuel Rosenfield, 2 years. 
The father, William Rosenlield, is sup- 


posed to have committed suicide by also 
throwing himself over the bridge.

Their disappearance ono week ago last 


night wa.s an unsolved mystery until to- 
day, when the watchman of the St. Paul 
Boom company found the body of a boy 
floating in the Mississippi, half a mile 
this side, of Fort Snclling.

the eldest of the Rosonllold children. The 
appearance of the remains indicated foul 
play. The no.so wa.s broken, blood ooz- 
ing therefrom. The forehead was caved 
in. resulting from a blow against some 
heavy substance.

THE OLDEST PIONEER. 


Mrs, Lorenzo Janes Celebrates Her 


N Eightyrsixth 
Birthday. 


Has Been a Resident of Racine Sixty-three 


Years—Her Hen'HtH is Compara- 


tively Good. 


An event occurred at the home of ex- 


Mayor David G. Janes, on Sunday last, 
that escaped the notice of the newspa- 
per reporters, and one that will interest 
the oldest pioneers of the city. It was 
the eighty-sixth birthday of Mrs. Loren- 
zo Janes, mother of the ex-mayor, and 
her children were present to make the 
day pleasant for the aged lady. Mrs. 
Janes came to Racine in the year 1837, 
with her husband, and resided here since 
that time, a period of 63 years. It is 
doubtful if there is an older living pio- 
neer of the county than she. Her hus- 
band, the late Lorert/.o Janes, was the 
second lawyer 
who settled in Racine. 


When hn and his good wife came Gilbert 
Knapp, the founder .of Racine, was con- 
ducting 
a 
forwarding business, 
the 


prairies were a garden of owcrs and the 
hand of man had not marred its grand- 
cur^. All of the land within tho present 
limits of Racine, on the west side of the 
river, and south of State sheet, between 
Huron and St. Clair streets, was covered 
with a dense forest, and was cleared off 
bv hand. It was the abiding place of 
deer and prairie wolves. • llor husband 
was also the editor of the Racine Argus, 
the first newspaper ever published here. 
He was also one of the incorporators cf 
the Racine & Rock River Railway com- 
pany and one of the incorporators of the 
Racine Seminary of. 1838- Mrs. Janes 
was a native of Albany, New York, and 
her maiden 
name was 
Miss Elvenah 


Cooper. So for over sixty years Mrs. 
Janes has been a resident of Racine and 
witnessed the place/ grow from a wilder- 
ness to the handsomest city on the west 
shores of Lake-Michigan. Her health at 
present is- comparatively good and her 
hosts of friends hope that she will live 
to see the century mark. It is safe to 
say that Mrs. Janes is the oldest living 
pioneer of this city and county.

device 'IK known as 
the "safety 
train- 


order signal," and it seems to be all that 
its name implies or its inventor claims 
for it 


Tho usefulness of tho little machine 


lies chiefly in the fact that it is capable, 
of absolutely preventing the disregard 
of train orders, 
mooting points 
with 


other trains, or any other orders issued 
to engineers or conductors requiring a 
reduction of speed or a full stop, be it 
for railroad crossings, drawbridges, bad 
places in the track or anything else. To 
accomplish this, the machine first gives 
ii warning to the engineer of 
the ap- 


proach of his train to regular mealing 
points ,or to points named in his orders 
where other 
trains are to be met or 


passed. Then it automatically 
applies 


the airbrakes and .stops the train itself, 
at a safe distance from the point desig- 
nated in- his order or on time table, in 
case engineer nogloets to heed the warn- 
ing given by the patent signal. It also 
indicates distances traveled' by train and 
permits the engineer to tell exactly, in 
darkness, storm 
or fog, where 
he is, 


when familiar landmarks cannot be dis- 
tinguished.

Lord Cranborne, the

ard Vincent, Conservative, said rumors 
had'reached the government from vari- 
ous sources of the intention of the Ger- 
man government to increase the duties 
on steel and various other goods. The 
government was alive to the importance 
of such information; but in the absence 
of definite knowledge of Germany's in- 
tentions, the ministry was 
unable to 


make any statement in reply to the mem- 
bers' . suggestion of withdrawing

STRANGE SEA LIFE. 


Big fVormUke Creatures Tliat 


^fter Being Cmptured. 


What is believed to be a hitherto un- 


known sp*cies of the spooaworm ha? 
been pumped up from the depths of El- 
liott bay by the 'dredger in operation 
near the Centennial mill, says til 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 
The ani- 


mal found in the bay is of nondescript 
appearance. 
It resembles an oblong 


transparent rubber bag filled with 
water, and varies from three to five 
inches in length. It is about as thick, 
generally, as a man's 
thumb. 
At 


each end are. several circles of sharp 
bristles, colored like brass and seem- 
ingly as hard. These are believed .to 
be its defensive weapons. The bristles 
at one end are stronger 
and more 


numerous than at the other. 
Other 


species have tho bristles only at one 
end. 
These peculiar animals were 


first brought to the surface about two 
weeks ago by the dredger of the Seat- 
tle and Lake Washington- Waterway 
company. They were sucked up by the 
pumps from a depth of from thirty to 
thirty-five feet and carried through thfl 
discharge pipes to the point where tha 
filling is being made. There they were, 
found by members of the dredger's 
crew, whose curiosity was aroused by 
the appearance of the worms. A num- 
ber were collected and given, to-th« 
officers of the company/ To a reporter 
Capt. W. E. Roberts of the dredger 
stated that the species was found in 
schools. He believes that they live oa 
rocks, and every time they have been, 
pumped up so far they have been ac- 
companied by pieces of stone aud coal 
which had been dumped into the bay 
from ships discharging their ballast. 
"We find .none for several days," ho 
said, "and then they come in a bunch. 
They appear to b« able to travel on 
any side, and wriggle along like a 
common earthworm. As far as I can. 
learn it is not exactly known whether 
they live upon the surface of the sea 
bottom or beneath it. 
We always 


find them submerged and I believe they 
will die If kept out of their natural 
element very long. 
They 
live 
on 


smaller worm and marine vegetation. 
I should judge that they do not have 
much vitality, although they cut som 
queer antics whea out of the water

tie the Apportionment Problem 


—Primary Election. 


Madison, Wis., April 30.—The end 


of an extremely unsatisfactory session 
of the legislature 
Is drawing near. 


Some think May 11 will see adjourn- 
ment, with the possibility of an extra 
session to settle apportionment of sen- 
atorial and congressional districts un- 
der the census of 1900—unless that dif- 
ficult business can :be adjusted. Ex- 
tra sessions are not popular. No busi- 
ness can toe transacted except that 
Instanced In the call by the governor. 
Extra sessions-are often opportune oc- 
casions, however, to accomplish what 
legislatures refuse to do at regular 
sessions. 
Much routine business ha.s 


l>een done, and there are a number of 
good lawyers In both branches who 


f 
have wisely legi&lated on the inevita- 
ble statute changes demanded nt ev- 
ery session; bin there is a dearth of 
important laws which attract public 
commendation. 


The key of the session is the primary 


election hill. 
It ha.s made hard feel- 


ings and traces may bo found in much 
of the voting even on wholly disasso- 
ciated legislation. One Republican lead- 
er of the assembly was complaining 
that another influential member who 
differed with him as to the Stevens 
'bill had not voted for any of the for- 
mer's bills, though they affected hog 
wardens and path masters. 
In the 


parcelling out of senatorial districts, 
the hostility is paid to show itself. 


Is It S'oo Late to Compromise? 


There is a fooling that some sort 


of a compromise may possibly be ef- 
fected as to primary plection, but 
most of the leaders say the thing is 
dead. 
The opposition tried hard to 


get the Hagemfiister (county option; 
plan adopted by the assembly, but 
Governor 
LaFollette's 
co-workers 


stood firm against it. The proposition 
the assembly has now passed, and of- 
fered to the senate, is the submission, 
to the people at the spring election in 
1902 of a plan to nominate city, coun- 
ty and legislative officers by the pri- 
mary election. 
The opposition sena- 


tors tell me flatly they -will never take 
it. 
The only possible extension of 


concession I can think of is to let the 
people vote on the plan in the fall 
elections of 1902—thus eliminating the 
danger, which Hpooner's friends have 
asserted, that 
the next legislature 


could be shaped to suit private ends 
under this proposed system. Person- 
ally, I believe Governor I.sFollette. 
when he says that he tins no intent 
of warring on Bpooner's re-election, 
and that he himself only seeks to de- 
serve re-election to the governorship. 
Spooner's friends for their part say—• 
'•Long" Jones says it—that lie looks 
for the governor's re-election. 
But,

It is an anomaly in 
tnxation^and the railway attorneys say 
that it Is unconstitutional and the tax 
is unduly high that, they will shatter 
it in the courts—and this is believed 
to be sound.

Seven 
of them fell in the assembly, where 
they originated: Bills 181 A, prohib- 
iting selling liquors by persons en- 
gaged in mercantile business tit. the 
same premises: 182A, to forbid free 
lunches In enloons: 280A, to forbid (lie 
sale of 
liquor within one 
inile of 


the state capitol or university grounds, 
or within 500 feet of a church or school 
house; 281A, to establish a home for 
ine'briates; 303A, to provide that all 
liquor licenses be paid into the county 
treasury (one-half for support of the 
poor); 300A, to prohibit delivering to 
minors, even on request of nnrents or 
guardian, of intoxicating drinks; 280A, 
ward option. 
The anti-cigarette bill 


got as far as the senate, but no far- 
ther; ditto the Roe bill defining intox- 
ication. Another <biil is in the nature 
of a referendum. 
The net result to 


date of reform hopes is a senate bill 
aimed at publications of the nature 
of The Police Gazette. 
It has been 


amended a good deal, but if it can 
"be pushed through the assembly and 
on to the governor before Editor Fox, 
and his millions hear about it, the 
pink-colored criminal record is doomed. 


The lawyers and other expense bills 


of Alfred Cook and G. E. Yfcndcrcook, 
who contested the seat the former se- 
cured in the assembly are to be paid 
by the state—$1,100 to the former and 
$i,300 to the latter. 
The precedent 


would seem to encourage contests of 
this sort, but 
n 'hill is in 
progress 


which limits appropriations of this 
eort to $500. 


Women Gain a Point. 


The vote in the assembly was very 


close (40 to 38) on the bill which opens 
the way to allow women to vote on 
county huperintendents. It has passed 
the senate and unless reconsideration 
IK effected, the measure goes through. 
The statutes already authorize women 
to vote on "all school matters" and 
this bill is to make provision for the 
ballot-boxes, etc., to carry the bene- 
fit into effect. The opponents said !t 
meant an expense of $40,000 per elec- 
tion,

The pressing of a button 
connects the "listener detecter," as it 
is called, with the telephone.

tecter," which remains lighted up as 
long as "central" is on the wire. The 
connection of the operator af the sec- 
ond exchange with the wire is in- 
dicated by th'e illumination of a white 
cross, so that the telephone patron 
can tell not only when and how long 
the operator is on the wire but also 
•which exchange "cuts-in" to ask him 
whether he is through talking or to 
listen to what he fs saying. The in- 
strument, including 
its installation, 


costs less than $2 and is Being put in 
by a large number of business houses 
which" use th~e telephone for trans- 
acting more or less confidential busi- 
ness.

John Albert Skoog, alias Albert Jen- 


sen, the counterfeiter who shot him- 
self twice in the head April 9, died in. 
New York April 17. Skoog was born 
55 years ago in Stockholm, Sweden,1' 
and was the son of wealthy parents. 
After he went to America he began to 
make use of his unusual ability as an. 
engraver by making plates for coun- 
terfeit bills. His operations were so 
extensive that in 1898 two Swedish 
government 
officers 
ware sent to 


America, taking with them $150,000 
in counterfeit 100 kroner notes, circu- 
lated in this country by tourists from 
the United States. 
Skoog was ar- 


rested at Chicago in 1397 for passing 
a spurious $20 bill. Pending trial he 
was confined in the Peoria Jail, but 
escaped. 
He was arrested in New 


York April 9 after he had shot him- 
self on Broadway.

We have had several years' experi- 


ence raiding mangels, or.(stock beete,. 
as they are frequently called. We liks 
best, -when it comes to varieties, tb.0 
Long Bed <Mft0itnoth) and the Golden 
Tankard. The yield of the Ixmg Red 
la greatest, but tbe quality of the Tan- 
kard fully makes up for this, and the 
Tankard is easiest harvested. 
How- 


ever, there Is not enough difference to 
beep us from dividing our patch equal- 
ly between the two, as our stock sewn 
to relish a change, says a Kansai 
writer in The Farm Journal. 


The best soil Is a rich, sandy loam, 


loosened as deep as can be by plowing. 
The ground selected should be free 
from weeds, as their presence will ne- 
cessitate more work to be put on the 
patch than it would otherwise require. 
A. liberal manuring will add to the 
crop if applied before plowing?. We 
plow the ground as early in the spring 
as froat will'permit This plowing la 
as deep as It ia possible to stir the 
ground. After plowing, the ground is 
thoroughly harrowed and cross har- 
rowed until finely pulverized. When 
the early weeds spring up, or when- 
ever there is any crust formed, run 
the barrow over the ground. When 
planting tiu^e eoines, replow the ground, 
this time sfiallow. Then harrow as 
before, which "will leave It in a fine 
condition. 


We uae a combined wheel hoe and 


irlll and consldervsucb a tool almost in- 
dispensable in beet culture. We do not 
plant until the ground Is well warmed, 
as we wish the beets to make as rapid 
groM'th as may ?je, to keep start of 
the weeds. We plant our rows north 
and south and about 28 inches apart. 
We use from six to eight pounds of 
need to the acre. 
„ • 


When the plants are from two to 


four Inches high, they are ready for 
the first hoeing. This we do with the 
wheel hoe, cleaning aw.ay all the weeds 
from ^pext the plants and finely pulver- 
izing the'ground. The weeds between 
the roWs we cut out and pulverize the 
ground'-with the common hoe. 
The 


ground is never allowed to bake. The 
wid'th of the rows will admit of culti- 
vating with a one horse five tooth cul- 
tivator, a handy tool on any farm find 
a great labor saver In the beet patch. 


By far the hardest and most tedious 


part of the work Is thinning out the 
plants in the rows. This should not be 
done too soon, as the tops are so large 
for 'the small root that a wind is lia- 
ble to damage them If standing alone. 
Thin so that the plants stand from 
eix to eight inches apart in the row. 
We thin with the common hoe and by 
weeding out with the hands. Care 
uiust be taken not to disturb the plants 
to be left standing. After thinning all 
tending can be done with the one horse 
cultivator.

MOVING EASTWARD. 


TTVO Great For nit* Plants of 
the 


West Gain Ground. • 


"There is continued Interest in alfal- 


fa as a CTOP for the eastern farmer. It 
produces such large quantities of rich 
feed wherever it thrives that the east- 
ern farmer can afford to go to consider- 
able expense in getting a 'stand of 
plants if there are soil conditions at ali 
favorable to growth," says a writer 1& 
Farm and Fireside, who gives also the 
following; in formation: 


A tight, heavy subsoil will not do, but 


wherever the roots can go clown easily 
to the moisture below the surface and 
surface drainage is good it pays to try 
alfalfa. If the soil Is not rich, make it 
so .with clean manure. • Make the seed 
bed, Sne, putting plenty of work upon 
it,; and get the organic matter thor- 
oughly, mixed with the soil. 


Having manured heavily, if the land 


Is not a naturally rich loam it is best to 
gi'ow; a summer crop on It lo destroy 
weed seeds. Then on a good seed bed 
sow the alfalfa in the spring after dan- 
ger of freezing weather has passed. 
Oftentimes the seeding appears a fail- 
;ire on account of the weeds and the 
puny appearance of the alfalfa, when 
two or three clippings with the mower 
in the summer will change tue pros- 
pects, and a good stand of plants will 
bo the outcome. 
The hay is rich in 


protein, the most valuable part of feed- 
ing stuffs, and in the three or four har- 
vests during the year a big total yle'd 
is secured. 


Another crop that is gaining ground 


In the east for stock feeding 'is sor- 
ghum. It can be grown on £ variety of 
soils and i?s highly valued by many dai- 
rymen, furnishing as it does a big 
amount of nutritious food an acre to 
supplement tho pastures in August and 
September. It Is very palatable and Is 
eaten with relish by hogs es well as 
cattle. It thrives in a dry season far 
better than corn, and a few acres of 
sorghum Is a sort of insurance against 
the effects of drought on pastures and 
corn. 
It makes a rich hay, but Is not 


so easily.cured as fodder. 


Settlngr TouiatoiA In (he Field. 


' In the first place, plow deep. Then 
harrow ns fine as possible aud mark 
,off in rows three feet apart, rows run- 
ning north and south. 
In my experi- 


ence they have done' better this way 
than when the rows ran enst nud west. 
They get more sun, thus ripening fruit 
earlier. 
Follow the marks with a 


shovel plow, throwing the earth both 
ways. 
This leaves a ridge. I mix 


barnyard scrapings with hard wood 
ashes and apply iu'the hills, as-toma- 
toes are great lovers of potnsh. la 
this way I get ripe tomatoes in July. 
When my plants are ready to set, I put 
them out, rniu or shine. 
If dry, !

IMPLICATED IN TWO 


BURGLARIES AT KENOSHA 


Flees to Racine and is Caught liy Police- 


man John Yognl— Admits His Guilt 


—Anxious to be Taken Back- 
Armed with Two Revolvers. 


"Early yesterday morning two burglar- 


ies were committed at 
Kenosha. The 


tobacco store of Henry DeBerge, and the 
naloou of Henry Anderson, were looted 
and something like $100 worth of prop- 
erty and money secured. 


Policeman Frank Lane discovered the 


burglars in an alley. He cornered one 
of them and fired two shots at him, nut 
lip escaped uninjured. 
In his flight he 


dropped a bag tilled with pipes and ci- 
gars, and a fedora hut was also found. 


Chief of Police Xewhouse was aroused 


and when advised of the robberies and 
shown the hat identified the headgear 
as worn by John Burg, ex-assistant post- 
master of the city. 


Search was made 
for 
Burg, but he 


oxi 11 Id not be located, although he had 
been seen around (he city. A young 
man was found who said that Burg had 
slept with him during the night, but 
when the room was searched and Burg 
not found there, the man admitted that 
he lied. 


Late in the- afternoon it was learned 


that Burg had been asleep in a barn 
and that he tuuk an electric car for Ra- 
cine, after having talked with a lawyer 
of Kenosha. 


The ofliccrs of this city were notified 


to Took out for Burg. 
Incoming oars 


were boarded in the suburbs of the city 
and it was ascertained that Burg had 
left the. car at Fourteenth street. Every 
resort, in the city was carefully watched 
and the only (race of Burg found, was 
that a gentleman bad. seen him going 
north on College avenue. 


Shortly 
before 9 o'clock 
hv-t 
night 


Desk Sergeant John Yogel ascertained 
that Burs* was seen on Main street. Tie 
went out and captured Burg in front of 
Levish'in's place. When 
placed 
under 


arrest Uurg did not resist, but quietly 
accompanied the ofliccr to the county 
jail, on the way saying that ho knew he 
was wanted for going through a store. 


At the jail lie was searched and in his 


pockets were found two loaded revolvers, 
which be pulled out himself: pair of eyc- 
rrjassps; $1.10 in pennies: Si 1.20 in dimes;- 
one silver dollar: one half dollar: three 
•25 cent pieces: $1.05 in nickels; n gold 
charm: pocket knife: plain ladies', gold 
ring and a gold opal ring.

quor and remarked to Sherifl' Raumann 
thnt he knew he -was up against it- 


Chief of Police Xewhouse was in the 


cily and pleased over She arrest, fie and 
Chief t~f Police J'ii-ler went to the jail 
and had a !oug talk with Burg. The 
prisoner admitted Hint he was implicat- 
ed in the crime, 
and that two others 


were, with him. He denied having enter- 
ed the buildings, but that, the- other two 
went in :'.nd be received the property 
when they came out. 
All. efforts to get 


him to squeal upon his companions fail- 
ed. 


He said thai in getting away be lost, 


his hat. but that the ollicer did not fire 
nt him. and mus! have shot «t one of the 
other fellows. 
He told of how he went 


out with a sewing machine, agent and 
got drunk and bad it not been for that 
fact be would not have got in the trou- 
ble. 


After coining to liaeine be said he 


walked to the Asb.v House and went to 
bed and slept all of the afternoon. Tn 
the evening he got. up and walked about, 
town. the. oflice.r* passing him a number 
of times; that he made no particular ef- 
frot to keep out. of tho way and simply 
went to jail when taken in.

John. Burg, at one time, was one of 


the most prominent and popular young 
men of Kenosha. His father was ap- 
pointed postmaster by President Cleve- 
land and the son was put in as assist- 
ant post muster.. When the elder .Burg 
was re-moved to make way for Captain 
Fran/,, young Burg was retained os as- 
sistant. Xnt lung after it was discover- 
ed that some person was tampering with 
the mails. Many letters containing mon- 
ey were missed. 


Secret service, men were notified and 


set a trap to catch the guilty party- 
The crime was fastened upon yaung Burg 
and niKiing letters were, found in his 
possession. He confessed 
and 
the ex- 


posure created the greatest kind of a 
'sensation in Kenosha society circles. 


Burg wris arrested and several months 


after pleaded guilty in tho United States 
court, at Milwaukee. Through the in- 
tcrcedonro. ot" infltienti.il friends he es- 
caped with a thirty days sentence in the 
county jail of that city. 


Since that time he h;is been living in 


Kenosha and his 
arrest 
now 
on the
